The town has had another fairly prosperous year. There 
have been no heavy snowstorms or serious rainfalls to injure 
the highways, but the expense of putting several of the 
bridges in a safe condition caused us to slightly overrun our 
appropriation for highways. 

By a clerical error in the statement of February 15, 1907, 
the town debt was made to appear $195 less than it really 
was, so that the reduction of the debt this year was in fact 
$2,634.03 instead of $2,439.03, as shown in our report. 

A large part of the cash now in the hands of the treasurer 
was paid in the last of the year, and as it was deemed unfair 
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to oblige our people to take their money in the middle of the 
month the payment of several notes has been delayed until 
February 29, 1908, when it is proposed to reduce the amount 
in the treasury to about $2,000.00, $694.59 of which belongs 
to the joint highway fund.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


We do not think it necessary to make an extended report 
of the schools, as Mr. Baker has made a much better report 
‘than the school board could do. He has visited and exam- 
ined the schools in a very thorough manner and we cannot 
speak too highly of him as a supervisor of schools. . While 
quite a number of the townspeople do not see the need of a 
supervisor and think it money wasted we think it money well 
invested. For quite a number of years it has not been cus- 
tomary to examine teachers for teaching schools; with a 
supervisor it is a part of his business to attend to that duty. 
It is also his duty to grade each school. He also has a test 
examination twice each term: if they pass, they advance; 
if not, they stay in the same grade until they can pass. We 
quite often hear parents remark, “I wish we could haye 
better schools,’ and plan to go out of town—perhaps tv 
Derry or Manchester or Kingston, N. H., where there is a su- 
pervisor. We have the same system as Manchester, which 
they say is as good as there is in this state. Now if we con- 
tinue with this system the pupils will be in a position to go 
to the highest grade of schools and not have to take a prepar- 
atory course of one or two years before they can advance with 
the rest to higher schools. Our schools are in very good 
shape, although we have had some trouble with scarlet fever 
and other things too numerous to mention; but with all the - 
obstacles we have advanced in the right direction. We have 
been able to give more weeks schooling the last year than ever 
before. Last year, you remember, the grammar school kept 
ten weeks, but it was done by subscription; this year we had 
money enough to keep twelve weeks, and we hope the town 
will raise money enough to do this every year. We would urge 
that parents insist in having their children attend school 
every day during this term if possible. No child can learn 
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much if he does not attend more than four days in a week. 
The parents that keep their children from school do a great 
injustice to them and to the teachers; some children run 
away from school and others go to work, and parents are apt 
to blame the teachers if the child does not pass examina- 
tions. Now, parents, think these things over and do your 
best to uphold the school, the teachers, and the school board.

To the School Board of Raymond: 


Sirs:—The control of the public schools of a town is the 
most important public charge or duty conferred by one’s fel- 
low citizens. The school-life of a child is, next to home-life, 
the most important element in determining whether the child 
will become a good citizen or a bad one; whether he or she 
will become a self-supporting, respected individual or a public 
charge. The difference between the two cannot be measured 
in money or otherwise. 

Success is measured by results. The success or failure of 
a year’s school work is determined by the condition of the 
schools, and more by the disposition of the individual pupils. 
A majority of troublesome, discontented pupils never make 
up a successful school. Their heart is not in their work 
and their time is wasted. 

Using these standards it would seem that our school year 
has been a success, and is an improvement on those of pre- 
vious years. The schools of that time were without sys- 
tem or object. There were nearly as many classes as pupus, 
and very few moments for each one. The child’s fancy or 
circumstances determined his work. There was no system 
or order. One branch of work was way in advance of another. 
The students who went from our schools to academies found 
this out to their sorrow and loss. Under the present system 
all this is changed. Each child knows just where he or she 
stands, and the amount of necessary work that must be done 
in order to finish the year’s work, and the number of years 
necessary to complete what is known as a common school 
education. : 

The work as now outlined requires eight years of honest 
work, and will complete grammar school studies and fit the 
pupil to enter any academy or high school, The school year 
is now a unit and a definite one. A child can go from one 
district to another without loss, and he has an object for 
which to work.

ATTENDANCE.

The best system, teachers, books, and apparatus are all of 
no avail if the pupil is not regular in attendance. It is in 
this matter that the parents must do their duty. Let every 
person who has a child of school age see to it that only sick- 
ness prevents punctual attendance and the efficiency of our 
schools would be much improved. The attendance has im- 
proved during the past year, but much remains to be accom- 
plished. 


TEACHERS. 


The teaching force has been efficient and faithful. They 
have tried effectively to carry out the wishes of the board and 
the superintendent. The extra work involved by the grading 
has been done cheerfully and faithfully. The small pay and 
high cost of living has become almost prohibitive to engaging 
teachers for the rural schools. The only prerogative seems to 
be the hiring of teachers from our own town. I would recom- 
mend that the old corps of teachers be reémployed if possible. 


CONSOLIDATION. 


It is only a question of time when the advisability of trans- 
porting all the pupils to the Central school will be apparent. 
Local pride always has been and always will be an obstacle 
to closing rural schools, but it seems to me that when the 
daily attendance in any school falls below ten the school 
should be discontinued and the children transported else- 
where. S 


SUPPLIES. 


Every citizen of the town knows that good tools are essen- 
tial to good work. Books and supplies are the pupil’s tools 
and without them decreased efficiency is the result. I would 
therefore recommend that a liberal appropriation be made for 
this purpose.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


RaymonpD, N. H., February 20, 1908. 

The members.of the board of health submit the following 
report: . 

~We have to report a few cases of scarlatina occurring dur- 
ing the past year, with one death. A few cases of nuisances 
have been reported and attended to. ‘The problem of a place 
to dump refuse is fast becoming imperative. The practice 
of throwing it beside the highway will have to be discon- 
tinued, and the board of health will have to take steps for the 
prevention of the same. ‘The question ranks with the ques- 
tion of sewerage and the river is the only logical place, the 
reasons for which are too lengthy to incorporate in this 
report. We would reiterate the past reports on the caring 
for the water system. 

No cases of typhoid fever or tuberculosis have been re- 
ported during the year 1907. We wish to impress upon the 
inhabitants the fact that tuberculosis is as infectious as ty- 

phoid fever, and to care for the sputum in all suspected cases.

REPORT OF WATER COMMISSIONERS. 


Since our last report no new service pipes -have been added 
to the system. ‘There has been a little extra service in the 
way of bathrooms and some other added service. Otherwise 
conditions are about the same as at the last report. 

There have been quite a number of repairs and improve- 
ments that we have had to make at the factory. These 
repairs were necessary and were made at the suggestion of 
the insurance companies that the present insurance rate 
might be continued. At the present time Chase-Chamber- 
lain Co. have provided a watchman’s clock and have a 
watchman making hourly trips throughout the factory during 
the night. This lessens greatly the chances that fire may 
get beyond control. ‘The conditions now are much better 
than at any previous-time to guard against fire in the fac- 
tory. There have been other repairs to the floors, sash, etc., 
also a new main belt. 

The collections from water-takers have been more this year 
than any previous one. ‘The vacancy upon the board of water 
commissioners caused by the death of Cecil E. Ham was 
filled by the appointment of George I. Fellows. ,
